| f a moose was strolling 
around your neighborhood, 

you'd probably call the local 

zoo. But in Anchorage, Alaska, 

it’s no big deal to see a moose 

hanging out in a mall parking 

lot or chomping on leaves in 

someone’s backyard. That's 

because Anchorage has about one 

moose for every 230 people. 

The real problem is getting the 
moose to move: The average adult 
moose stands 7 feet tall and 
weighs 1,400 pounds (as much as 
four motorcycles). Not to mention 
those massive moose antlers. 

Male moose, called bulls, begin 
growing a new set of antlers every 
spring. By fall, the moose mating 
season, the antlers

reach 6 feet across (the width of 
some cars). The bulls butt their 
big headpieces and use them to 
shove each other back and forth 
in fights for female moose, which 
are called cows. 

Moose antlers are like human 
fingerprints—no two sets are 
exactly alike. In early winter, they 
drop off. But sometimes one 
antler goes before the other, and 
the moose walks around lopsided 
for a few days. That can be a real 
drag, since a single antler weighs 
about 43 pounds. 

Besides heavy antlers, each 
moose wears two coats of fur. => 
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An inner layer of short hair helps 
keep in body heat, and an outer, 
4-inch layer keeps off ice and 
snow. Each hair also has tiny air 
cells for extra insulation. 

As for feeding those huge 
bodies, moose aren’t known for 
their fine table manners. Not only 
do they eat about 45 pounds of 
food every day, but they gulp it all 
down without chewing. Then they 
bring the food back up in chunks
